From the American Farmer, April 29. 
The Maryland Association for the im¬ 
provement of the breed of Horses. 

At a meeting of the above named associa¬ 
tion, held in the city of Baltimore, on the 
30th ultimo, It was, on motion of J. S. 
Skinner, resolved to offer the purses of the 
association exclusively for horses owned 
bom fide within the state of Maryland ; and 
President T.Tenant, the hon. John Barney, 
and J. S. Skinner, werd appointed to pub¬ 
lish an exposition of the original views of 
the association, and of the particular con¬ 
siderations under which the above resolu¬ 
tion was adopted—in virtue of which ap¬ 
pointment the following views were pre¬ 
sented to and approved at a meeting of the 
association, <ju Wednesday, the 27th inst. 


This society was formed in the year 1823 
by many amongst the most public spirited 
citizens of the state, and the liberality with 
which it was supported, no less than the 
zeal with which it was commenced, promis¬ 
ed the most valuable results. Though these 
residts have been to a certain extent frus¬ 
trated, or retarded, by some false steps in 
the nutRet, they have not been altogether 
defeated. A number of very promising 
colts, as your committee have reasoD to 
think, are now coming forward under the 
influence of this association; nor have they 
from all they can learn, any reason to fear 
but that, under its auspices, a general me¬ 
lioration will yet be effected in the stock of 
that Dohle animal, with vast profit to the 
state at large, and to the great comfort and 
pleasure of all those whose pleasures and 
comforts are connected with his use. 

The clear gain that would accrue to Ma¬ 
ryland from such improvement as may cash 
ly be made in her Btock of horses, would 
forcibly strike and command the attention 
of her landholders, if there were any means 
of computing and showing to them, the 
vast amount of which the slate is now annu¬ 
ally drained to pay for horses brought from 
other states, and which ought, without any 
additional expense, to go into their own 
pockets. A serious and perhaps yet grea¬ 
ter loss, is that which accrues from breed¬ 
ing and using animals of unsightly figure, of 
unthrifty constitution—and ol action, both 
for saddle and harness, heavy and graceless 
in itself, as it is uneasy and modifying to 
the rider. A true estimate of the mere ag¬ 
gregate waste if lime, in a community 
whose pursuits and movements are so much 
associated with, and dependent on the pow¬ 
ers of the horse , when the breed in use is 
cold-blooded and slothful, would excite the 
surprise and awaken the anxiety of those 
who forget not the saying of the wise 
Franklin, that time is monci/. Your com¬ 
mittee are of opinion, that whether the 
horse be destined to meet the shock and 
mingle in the fray of battle, or whether

for these and all other purposes, his certain 
improvement and his highest capacities are 
* jjinly to be secured by having recourse to the 
blood of the thorough bred race horse of 
Arabian descent. Neither foot nor vind 
can be relied on but as derivable fiont that 
high origin. 

The blood horse, says one of the best 
judges in this counlry, is originally from a 
hot climate and arid soil, and where the 
base-born suffocates with heat, and faints 
with fatigue, his wind ami strength are un¬ 
touched. His‘long .slouching,walk,’ says 
the same accomplished writer and experi¬ 
enced sportsman, ‘tells on the road and in 
the plough, especially on a hot sultry sum¬ 
mer’s day.’ j 

With benefits so obvious and valuable, ! 
resulting from adherence to (lie purest i 
stocks, the only thing wanting by the breed- j 
ers of Maryland horses, was the unerring j 
and indispensable test of a well managed 
■race course, to put the genuine stamp on 
those of highest qualities and greatest pow¬ 
er. The great object, therefore, in the 
view of the Maryland Association was, not 
so much to stimulate by mere force oftnrr- 
cenanj impulse , as to open a course for the 
trial of speed and bottom, under (he man¬ 
agement of gentlemen whose character 
would guarantee that these trials should be 
conducted by the strictest rules of honour 
and propriety, and that every man of un¬ 
fair repute should be excluded, and every 
thing of demoralizing tendency banished 
from the scene of competition. In short, 
the Canton course is intended to afford a 
standard to impure the powers of the most 
promising colts which may be reared in this 
state, and to give to their skilful and enter¬ 
prising breeders the means of establishing 
the characters of such as have powers to 
excel. By this means,.and by this only, 


can the least worthy of the race be ascer¬ 
tained, and condemned to the odium of 
celibacy and hard labour; while the more 
highly gifted are reserved for the conflicts 
and triumphs of the turf, and as their last 
and highest reward, ultimately turned 
i loose to enjoy the pleasures of propagating 
' their like, and the honour of transmitting 
tbeir Dames and memories to succeeding 
ages. To use an illustration familiar to 
farmers, the standard erected on the turf is 
as necessary to cleanse, and purify, and 
perpetuate the breed of fine horses, as 
is the sieve to winnow and separate the 
chaff and other offal from sound grain. 

The faux pas committed by this associa¬ 
tion^ experience has demonstrated, was 
in offering at the onset their purses to com¬ 
petitors from other states, where the finest 
horses, the art of training, and the sports 
of the turf, inseparable from each other, 
have been sedulously preserved. These 
herses, preceded by the tame of their won¬ 
derful perfoVuiances, have come from a- 
broad and walked over our course, and borne 
off rewards which should only be the meed 
of the highest mettle and greatest achieve¬ 
ment. The breeders of horses in Maryland, 
comparatively unprepared and inexperienced 
have not ventured to enter the lists where 
ceitain discomfiture awaited them; and 
hence the public, disappointment in the 
beneficial effects anticipated from the mea¬ 
sures of this association. Notwithstand¬ 
ing this discouragement, however, your 
committee are gratified to learn, as before 
stated, that there are now coming on many 
thorough bred colts of high promise, which 
will be ready to take the field and do credit 
to tbeir owners, under the suitable encour- 


blood—with all the blunt, strong New- 
England hardihood. And Greene, too—he 
was there—the only man of all our armies 
capable, I believe, in case of any disaster, 
to take the place of Washington—there he 
sat, full of deep, religious composure,— 
bia broad forehead fronting the fires that 
were kindled near the place of debarkation.

few shot, and left him prepared for—wnat 
it is remarkable that he had heard a vague 
rumor of—our intended attack.

When the sportsmen of Maryland shall 
have replenished their studs of line horses, 
they will be prompt to fling open the gates 
and challenge competitors from every quar¬ 
ter in the gallant and manly exercises of the 
course. Finally, your committee solicit 
with confidence the support of the citizens, 
and particularly the agriculturalists of the 
state to the further efforts of this associa¬ 
tion, in the full confidence that it may yet 
be made to yield all the real profit, and to 
answer all the valuable purposes for which 
it was originally designed

‘Wheel and charge!’ repeated a hundred 
voices in our rear—‘wheel and charge!’ 

We obeyed—and the snow flew—and the 
swords flashed—and the next moment, a 
hundred of the enemy—the whole of his 
front rank, were trampled to death before 
us, and twenty human heads rolled upon 
the ground, among the feet of our horses.

The Spanish Captain Van llalen, a na- I 
tive of Cadiz, and particularly known for 
his z*al in propagating secret assunatiulis, 
had begun iu 1817 to dissemina’c their l 
liberal principles among the inhabitants of 
the city of Murcia, where he >va in garri¬ 
son. 11 m devotion to this subject could 
not long remain unpunished: he was soon 
denounced, and conducted to prison. His 
papers, which had been sei/.cd, prn Vc j tliat 
lie had been in correspondence ivi:j all the 
secret societies in die kingdom. Being 
thus convicted of two crimes nt or.ee, the 
local authorities considered the matter too 
important to be submitted to their decision, 
nnd Vanhalen was transported, under a 
numerous escort, to the prisons of Madrid, 
nml committed to one of the most obscure 
dungeons in the Inquisition.

I be King ol England held a levee at 
Carlton Palace, April 2Uib, which was at¬ 
tended by llie foreign Ambassadors, in¬ 
cluding lire American, it by a vast number 
ol other distinguished persons. Sir Thomas 
John Cochrane, captain in the Navy, is ap- 
pomted Governor aud Commander in Chiel 
of Newfoundland. 

On llie 19th, there was a debate in the 
House ol Commons, on the second reading 
of the Catholic Relief Bill. Sir Frann- 
Buidett opened the debate, and he was fob 
owed by Mr. Banks, who moved that ii be 
ead a second lime that day six months. This 
motion was seconded and supported by Mr. 
Peel. At l o’clock, after six or eight mem¬ 
bers had spoken, the debate was adjourned 
lo the 21*». Mr. (Scarlett pi eseuted a pe¬ 
tition in lavour of llie Catholic Claims, 
from the Serjeants at Law at the English 
Bar. A great number of petitions against 
the claims were also presented. 

Letters received in London, from Gib¬ 
raltar, ol 1st Apiil, stale, Inal the ports ul 
Andalusia had been opened fir ihe ad¬ 
mission of foreign gram, Hour and pulse; that 
all the Wheat at Gibraltar, 45,0011 lan-gas, 
had been bought up at high puces, and that 
generally, a great impulse had beeu given 
to the trade 

The Greeks .—Accounts from Napoli 
di Romania, Cephalonia, and Zanie, pub¬ 
lished in llm London Courier of the 21st 
April cuncur in stating, that the. troop 
which lauded al Motion, from the Egyptian 
squadrun, were completely beaten by The 
Greeks. A great part of them were Killed, 
many tukeh aud the remainder were close¬ 
ly hemmed in. This squadron consisted 
of 7 Irigales, 9 brigs; and other vessels, 
containing 8000 troops; among which, there 
were a number of Europeans, particularly 
Fiencbmen. A General of the latter na 
tion was taken prisoner by the Patriots. 
The Turks wcie said to have another fleet 
of 200 sail at Caudia, ami that 50,000 men 
were encamped in the environs of Larissa. 
The Greeks are described as beholding 
these formidable preparations, without the 
leust dismay.

BRITIMI CORN LAWS. 

The last English papers contain a full 
report of the proceedings of the great Lou¬ 
don meeting fur the purpose of petitioning 
the Parliament to revise the Corn Laws. 

The Lord Mayor was called lo the Chair, &. 

'lie meeting is said to have been ‘excessive¬ 
ly crowded with bankers, merchants, tra¬ 
ders, &.C.’ Resolutions were passed agaiust 
the existing system of Corn Laws, and 
unanimously directed to be printed in the 
London newspapers. They are as follow: 

‘Resolved, with one dissentient voice. 
That a high price of fed, relatively lo 
other countries, is an evil ol great magni¬ 
tude, entailing privations on the bulk of 
the community, reducing the general rate nl 
profit, retarding the accumulation of wealth 
and lending to drive capital abroad; and 
that the loss arising to the puolic from 
such high price i9 not compensated by cor¬ 
responding advantages accruing to any class 
of society. 

M rvrd by Thomas Tooke, Esq. second 
ed by W. Ward, E*q. 

Resolved unanimously, That great fluc¬ 
tuations in the price of the necessaries of 
life are in nil cases highly injurious; the 
•Xtreine elevation inflicting severe suffering 
on the public as consumers, while the ex¬ 
treme of d pression is ruinous to the pro¬ 
ducers; and that in the case of this country, 
*uch sudden transitions are followed by a 
great disturbance ol the currency, derange¬ 
ment of mercantile operations, unsettling 
the wages of labour, ami producing violent 
al(e r attons in the value of every species orl 
property; that, although fluctuations in 
'he price of corn to some extent are 
inevitable, from tue vicissitudes of the 
seasons, the range of variation from 
that cause admits of being greally nai- 
rowed by having the sources of supply 
spread over a wide space, embracing a 
great variety of soil and climate; that the 
restrictions imposed by the present corn 
iuws, by confining our supply to the pro¬ 
duce of this country, except in periods of 
great emergency, have tended to aggravate 
ihe effect of the fluctuations arising from 
the variation of ihe season and other causes. 

Moved by Laac Solly, Esq. seconded 
by Job', Hodgson, E*q. 

Resolved unanimously, That in addition 
to the fluctuation necessarily resulting from 
the rest, ictions established by law, it is 
notorious that a great uncertainty has per¬ 
vaded the operations of the corn markets, 
and the intention of the Legislature lias 
been defeated by the fraudulent practices 
which have been resorted lo, with the view 
ol influencing the average prices by which 
the opening or the shutting of the ports is 
determined. 

Moved by Wm. Crawford, Esq. second¬ 
ed tiy S U. Holland, Esq. 

Resolved unanimously, that it appears 
therefore lo this Meeting that an early ie- 
vision ot the Corn Laws, and tepeal of so 
much of the regulations as govern by pe¬ 
riodical average pr.ces the adtnis-ion ol 
foreign corn to entry for home consump¬ 
tion, is highly expedient. 

Moved by Aldetman 'Thompson, M. D., 
seconded by J W. Buckle, Esq. 

Resolved, with one dissentient voice, 
That deeply impressed with the important 
advantages which will flow out of the im¬ 
proved principles of our commercial legis¬ 
lation and persuaded that the agricultuial 
interests cannot fail to reap their full shuie 
nl the prosperity enjoyed by other classes 
of the community, this meeting is desirous 
that 1 the present restrictions should be com¬ 
muted foe a fixed duty, whereby llie ports 
of the United Kingdom would be constant¬ 
ly open to the admission of foreign grain 
for imme consumption from all parts of the 
win Id. That in the opinion of this meet¬ 
ing, the amount of the duty upon admission 
should be limited lo a fair equivalent for 
such taxes and burdens as are borne by the 
cultivators of soil, either exclusively or in 
a greater proportion than other branches of 
industry. 

.But while it is the opinion of the pres¬ 
ent meeting that this amount of duty is the 
utmost that can be admitted on correct prin¬ 
ciples, as the ultimate and permanent basis 
which all legislation on the Corn Trade 
should have in view, it proposes to leave lo 
the wisdorti of Parliament to determine upon 
such higher amount of fixed duty as may 
be deemed expedient by wuy of precaution 
against too great a suddenness of change, 
always keeping in mind that the higher the 
duty, the greater will be the liability to 
fluctuation in prices.’
